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The Art Matters Festival was a 2-week 
extravaganza of the Fine Arts at Concordia 
University, featuring student projects and 
collaborations from all the departments of the 
Faculty of Fine Arts: performance in music, 
theatre, dance, photography, installations, 
sculpture, film, painting & drawing, spoken 
word, art therapy, art education, website, 
design, ceramics, workshops, and guest speakers 
—just to name a few. 


The project succeeded in bringing Fine Arts into 
the spotlight in celebration of the 25th 
Anniversary of the Faculty of Fine Arts and 
united the diverse Fine Art Departments and 
student talent at both the Sir George Williams 
and Loyola Campuses ~ as well as collaboration 
with other faculties such as Engineering. 


Over 90 student projects were selected and 
partially funded by the festival thanks to the 
volunteer efforts of Festival Coordinators. The 
Art Matters Festival involved over 400 artists 
and all events were well attended with rave 
reviews and inspiration to continue the 
tradition, making the Art Matters Festival an 
annual event.

Thérése Chabot, Studio Arts, is participating in 
the collaborative exhibition Contemplations on 
the Spiritual with artists, Nicholas Kripal, Jo 
Yarrington, Alan Greenberg, Jeff Mongrain in 
Glasgow, Scotland. This exhibition, in 
conjunction with the 5soth anniversary of 
Glasgow University is an interdisciplinary 
response to architectural spaces and sites which 
have been devoted to religious worship or 
deemed sacred through centuries of ritual 
practices. Through their sculptures and 
installations, the artists seek to establish a 
dialogue with the chapels, churches, 
synagogues, and other sacred venues, 


While each artist will create their own unique 
works of art they will also respond to a common 
underlying premise which can best be stated 
through two probing questions: "How can art 
speak eloquently in sacred spaces?" and " How 
do venerable spiritual traditions touch the 
contemporary consciousness?" Through group 
discussions and on-site visits, the five artists 


have come to believe that the answers lie within 
the larger historical contexts of the sacred 
spaces and the iconography of their 
architecture. 


The exhibition opens April 2001 and runs 
throughout the month. in addition, there will 
be a week of seminar presentations, panel 
discussions, and artist receptions Monday, April 
23, through Friday, April 27, 2001. 


The artists have also scheduled similar site 
projects in Rome, Italy, in June and in Cologne, 
Germany, in October 2001. Those two 
exhibitions will include documentation of work 
create for the Glasgow sites.
